and shapes and Santa Glaus will not 
experience 
the slightest 
trouble 
in 
(wearing any kind of toy his children 
want to gladden their hearts during 
Christinas time. 
In years gone by. before the war, 
most of the toys used in this coun­ 
try were made in Germany and lot' 
of folks thought that because of the 
war th** children would be deprived 
of many 
toys 
especially 
the 
me­ 
chanical kind and 
the 
bisque dolls. 
However, 
th*- manufacturers in this 
country, 
dec id* si they would 
not let 
th** kiddies want, 
so they began to 
make toys that before 
th* war were 
made only in Germany. 
Then our 
ally. .Japan, began to make toys, and 
th** buyers in several of the local de­ 
partment stores say the Japanese are 
now making in »re toys than Germany 
did before the war, and are making 
them better. 
Most of the mechanical toys, 
the 
stuffed animals and bisque dolls now 
in the local stores, were made in J a­ 
pan, Gut a large portion of them were 
made in our own United States.

IO—Jerusalem has 
fallen. 
The capture of the Holy City 
by the British forces under command 
of General A Bendy w as reported this 
afternoon. 
The news was received 
here with the greatest rejoicing. 
The fall of Jerusalem to-day place* 
that city in the hands of Christian* 
for the first time in 401 years during 
which it has been under the sway 
of the Turks. 
The capture 
of the 
city 
to-day 
marked 
the completion 
of 
a 
six 
months’ campaign which began last 
spring 
and 
continued 
throughout 
Palestine and Mesopotamia, first un­ 
der General Murray and later under 
General Allendy. 
The fir.'t 
triumph looking 
toward 
the final consummation, came on No­ 
vember first 
when Caza fell, immed­ 
iately after Beersheba. 
A fortnight 
later Jaffa, the main seaport to Jeru­ 
salem fell, and 
the victorious march 
continued. 
The fall of Jerusalem is expected 
to In* a tremendous blow to the Turk­ 
ish morale 
For more than four cen­ 
turies it has been the proud boast of 
Moslem that it held th** Christians’ 
city.
